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DETAILED ACTION 
Advisory Action 
Response to Request for Reconsideration 

1. The rejection of claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kim et al. 
(Journal of Fermentation and Bioengineering, Vol. 79, No.6, 601-607, 1995) is 
maintained for the reasons recited in the previous office actions. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Kim et al. (Applied ad Environmental Microbiology, Mar. 1999, p. 1029- 
1035) is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. The Request for Reconsideration After Final submitted on April 5, 2004 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

4. Regarding the traversal of the rejection of claims 1-20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Kim et al. (Journal of Fermentation and Bioengineering, Vol. 79, No.6, 
601-607, 1995), Applicant's urge that the reference is too broad a teaching to be 
obvious over the instant claims. However, the examiner draws Applicant's attention to 
the abstract on page 601 where Kim et al. Kim et al. suggest a peroxidase produced 
from Geotrichum candidum Dec 1 having the analogous property of decolorization of 
dyes and would be expected to inherently have the same molecular weight and pi 
properties as recited by the instant claims. Applicant's argument that the reference 
does not teach isolated peroxidase enzyme, the examiner would like to reiterate that the 
reference teaches an extracellular enzyme solution which has isolated peroxidase 
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enzyme, exhibited by peroxidase activity (see abstract line 9), isolated from at least 
some extracellular parts of Geotrichum candidum Dec 1 . Furthermore, Applicant's 
specification does not define the term isolated to mean only enzyme.
